Kuril!, took 8re on tba night of the Ut of August 
It had been tetted iu tlio uioruiu^, Uud wua pro 
duelog between 300 and 400 barrels per day: No 
uuki had been erected and the burning oil flow- 
ed in every directlou. Two persons were burned 
to death and seven or ui^ht others were severely

The Grant Well, Ilolmdeii Fnrm, took I h u n 


second time on the 9th of October, from the ex- 
plosion of a barrel of cr\i<lu oil which wiu> being 
used for r«i-) at well No. 4 nn Mercy Faun. At 
tho time of the fire the production of tho Grant 
well was rated at 1,000 barrels per day. It hud 
•even or eight 1200 barrel tanks Jlllod with oil, 
or, counting all together 7,000 barrels of oil. The 
tired r.igcd nc.irly eight hours, consuming ct^ht 
tanks, eleven derricks,1 engine houses anil en- 
gines. The total loss of property wait estini tiled 
at $86.700, on which there was nn hitmr.uicc of 
fSl*,000. *No oMier producing well \\;u luiined.
